Cattle reeiert Bectnfit Pro- 
rettlve. , 

A few years aaro it was an cx- 

tfcmely difficult matter to interest 
cattle feeders on the subject of 
cotton seed meal and bulls. Ken- 
tucky heinff a State that produces 
plenty of corn, Iniy. oats imtl otiifr 
feed, the feeder niitiiraliy hates to 
put cash raonev into a feed <Then 
he feels that he can raise w[)at is 
necessary. However, the feeders 
of a t)rogressive type have leartted 
that a few dollars invested in hi<ij;h 
tfrade cotton seed meal brin^^s 
tuiffhty (rood dividends; in fact, 
since the silo has come into use in 
the 8tate, silage feeders have found 
that it is next to impossible to fat- 
ten cattle jtroperly without the use 
of cotton seed meal. The straijrht 
corn feeders have learned that it 
pays to feed two or three pounds 
of meal per day to their cattle in 
addition to their corn. Dairymen 
have ascertained that there is no 
better or cheaper base for a prop- 
erly balanced dairy ration, nshiyli 
iirade cotton seed nioal contaiiis 11 
per cent, of crude protein, whiili 
is one of the most essential in^> re- 
dients in an animal feed. Another 
point in favor of the meal feeders, 
one of the tircatest benetils ilerivetl 
from cattle feeding; at the present 
day, is the re-buildinsr or re-elaim- 
Ing of the soil, and cottcn seed 
meal adds most wotulorfullv to the 
value of manure. Cotton seed 
hulls are largely used in certain 
sections of the Stale as a roujjh- 
aue, and with most satisfyiii<r re 
suits. The present indications are 
that there will be more meal and 
hulls fed in the State than any 
year in the p.ist on ac«>unt of the 
rehilive hi^jh price of corn and hay.

lecki and not the child of a char- 
woman employed at a small railway 
station. 

Iieen hroti^ht to nn end 
a cause cekbre which has occupied 
the attention of one court after an- 
other for ten long years. 

The Coiintcss Isabella was ac- 
cused of hnvin;]; passed otf as her 
own the child of nii .\u.strian Polish 
woman named (,'ccilia Meyer, in or- 
der to keep in her husljand's family 
an entailed estate worth $10,000 a 
vear. 

.\l the instance of another branch 
of the family, who wanted to inherit 
I he estate, tlie charwoman, Meyer, 
c laimed the child. 

The first trial resulted in favor of 
the countess; in the second, the char- 
woman won and now the court of ap- 
peal has reversed that judgment. 

This means that whether the boj 
be the son of the countess or of the 
charwoman, he must legally be rec- 
opnized as the son of the count, in 
view of the entiy in the birth regis- 
ter.

Xow there are 
thousands of balalaika players and 
balalaika orchestras enjoy a vogue. 

The balalaika i> said to be the 
easiest musioal instrument in tho 
world to learn. It consists of three 
strinirs atrroM a triangular base. Tho 
striiiLTS are struck toiT'^thcr with the 
forelinger of the right hand, form- 
ing a chord; the left hand moves 
down the neck of the balalaika, 
changing the key of the chords, in 
the same way as a l>anjo is played. 

In fact, the balalaika is a banjo 
with thr('<' strings, only the strin<^> 
are never played separately. Jt is 
therefore much easier to learn than 
the hanjo. People can loam to i)hiy 
simple tunefl on it in ten minutes.
